Had it not prefently been made Publick, 
That the Princefs was withdrawn, nay, had 
Yyy nat 


not the Letters left behind, been made pub- 
lick, fome fatal Difturbance had been feen in 
the very Pallace, and that within a very few 
ours. 

NG had the Departure of the Princefs 
been made Publick ac all, or the Letters 
fhown, for. it was the Undoubted Intereft of 
the Court, at that time, to Conceal it as 
long as they could ; had they not plainly 
feen the Fury of the Multitude began to 
Threaten Terrible Things, and had they not 
juftly apprehended the Coofequences. 

If Her Majefty was chus beloved before 
fhe came to the Crown, and which it was 
more than ffrobable, it might never fall to 
Her ; if the Concern of the People was fo 
great, That upon Miffing Her Majefty in 
the Court, they fhould tegin to be fo Un- 
eafie, fhould take up fuch Defperate Refo- 
lutions, and talk of Things Unbeard of ia 
this Nation ; if they had projeéted the re- 
venging any Injury offer’d Her Royal Per- 
fon, at the Price of the Lives of all the Ro- 
man Catholicks ; if they began to be fo Ex- 
afperated then, who fhall Anfwer for what 
the People of England might do, tho’ Extra- 

. Judicial and Mlegal, to revenge fo horrid a 
Crime, as the Affaffinating, or any other 
way Infulting their Sovereign. 

I am no more far approving popular Tu- 
mults, than any Man, and am as fenfibte of 
their Fatal Confequences; but there are 
Crimes which provoke People and Nations 
beyond all Bounds, and fuch are the Things 
Threatned in this Memorial. 

Securing themfelves at thé Peril of the 
Minifters, as I have Noted already, is De- 
pofing the Miniftry by Force ; this can never 
be done, but by Captivating the Queen, and 
fo obliging Her Majefty to do what they 
pleafe, or by fomething worfe, and too Ter- 
rible to’ Name. 

Ia either of thefe fuggefted Attempts, 
what Meafures fhould we keep with the 
A&ors ? Will any Man fay, Popular Tu- 
mults are Dangerous—— ———= Any thing 
to an Affaffine, any thing to‘an Infuleer of 
His Sovereign, co one that attempts the 
Overthrow of the Government ; fair Play 
is not the Cafe here, there are fome Beafts
